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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Claims 

1 . Claims 1-22 are allowed after the appeal brief on April 16, 2008. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, in combination with other limitations of the claims, the prior 

art of record fails to disclose or specifically suggested setting up a non-associated 
telephone call to the recipient telephone number from a simulated calling party having 
the same telephone number as the message code, such that the telephone network 
uses the caller-identification feature to communicate data corresponding to the 
message code to the recipient telephone number. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
